By 


giving one day each term, you cannot fail to receive much good 
by the.increase of interest the teacher will take “in your child- 
ren Much of the work for the past year has been well and 


painstakingly done. History plainly reveals tous that there ~ 


has been a steady improvement in education, principles and 
methods, ever since education hada name. The increasing 
demands upon teachers require them to move onward and keep 
in the van. The teacher to be entirely suecessful must have 


an especial adaptation, special preparation, and a special love 


for the work. These qualifications, met by earnest, respon- 
sive offorts of pupils and cooperation and sympathy of parents, 


will result in the ideal school. The best work can not be 


produced withoutabundants material and apparatuse, which 
should be supplied by the town, for if they are left for the 


pupils to supply they are almost invariably tardy and thus re- 


tard the desired work. Among the most needed articles 
are blackboards supplementary reading books and reference 
books. - The fact that our teachers have been retained 


through the year, shows thatthey have given general satisfac-— 
tion, and we would_rcommend that this custom be followed as”
